DEDICATION OF A TEMPLE 


The Temple is now completed and this is the date set aside for its 
dedication. It is a time for joy and happiness. We are delighted that the 
members of Green Level Lodge No. 277 have decided to house their lodge in 
such a beautiful edifice as this and that they, their families and friends have 
found the resources to complete this magnificent temple and fulfill the 
dreams of those who envisioned its construction. 


King David had a dream and a vision. He wanted to build a house for the 
Lord, his God. But because he was a warring King, he was not permitted to 
build the temple. It fell upon his son, a peaceful sovereign, King Solomon to 
construct the most magnificent temple recorded in history. David, however, 
built and dedicated an altar to God on the site where the temple was to be built 
whereupon he wrote the words contained in the 30th Psalm which ends with 
these verses: “Thou hast turned for me my mourning into dancing: Thou hast 
put off my sackcloth, and girded me with gladness; To the end that my glory 
may sing praise to thee, and not be silent. O Lord my God, I will give thanks 
unto thee for ever.” And so, we find in scripture that after the Temple of 
Solomon was completed, the temple was consecrated and dedicated to the 
Most High God. 


It is fitting, then tonight, that amid the joy and happiness of those here 
assembled, the Grand Master of Masons has consecrated and dedicated this 
temple to God and the service of humanity. 


The elements of consecration are Corn, Wine and Oil. Some say that a 
reason for their use is that corn is nourishing, oil is cleansing, and wine is 
refreshing. Others say that by their use we are reminded “that in the 
pilgrimage of human life we should impart a portion of our bread to feed the 
hungry, to send a cup of our wine to cheer the sorrowful and to pour the 
healing oil of our consolation into the wounds which sickness has made in the 
bodies, or the affliction of the heart, of our fellow-travelers.” 


While Freemasonry dedicates its temples in the name of the Great 
Jehovah to Freemasonry, in the name of the Holy Saints John to Virtue and in 
the name of the whole fraternity to Universal Benevolence, the Fraternity of 
Freemasonry is erected to God and dedicated to the Holy Saints John. We are 
told, through Masonic Tradition, that at an earlier time Freemasonry was 
dedicated to King Solomon because he was our first Most Excellent Grand 
Master. Today, however, Freemasonry is dedicated to the memory of St. John 
the Baptist and St. John the Evangelist who are the Patron Saints of our 
fraternity. 
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One of the explanations for our choice of Patron Saints is that St. John the 
Baptist was the forerunner of Christ, and by preaching repentance and 
humiliation, he drew the first parallel to the Gospel. St. John the Evangelist is 
said to be his equal because he finished by his learning what the other began 
by his zeal, and thus drew a second line parallel to the former. 


I would not wish to be quoted as having compared Freemasonry with 
Religion, but I would like to quote for you the 27th verse of the first chapter of 
James. “Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit 
the fatherless and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world.” The Fraternity calls upon its members to keep their white 
apron as spotless as the day they received it. By this is meant that the Mason 
should continue to live a pure and upright life before himself, his family and 
his community, for through the life he lives, he reflects honor ог Ш respect 
upon the fraternity. We can be so very proud in North Carolina of the work 
that we do for the fatherless and children from broken homes in their 
affliction, at Oxford Orphanage. We are one of the few Grand Jurisdictions 
that still maintain an Orphanage and we do so primarily through voluntarily 
contributions. We also are doing a wonderful work for our widows and elderly 
members through the home that we provide at Greensboro: The Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. We must not let these people down. We must continue to 
contribute to their needs and to go a second mile by strengthening the 
endow ment of the North Carolina Masonic Foundatión, the earnings of which 
go to support the needs of both of our Homes. 


While we are proud of our Masonic Temples in our local communities 
such as this one which has this night been dedicated and consecrated, as they 
serve as a beacon in their communities that we are here; we must ever 
remember that Freemasonry builds its temples in the hearts of men. Keep 
that Masonic Light Burning. 

On behalf of the Grand Lodge Officers and the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, we congratulate the officers and members of Green Level Lodge No. 
277 in the erection and completion of this beautiful temple. Tonight you are a 
bright jewel in the crown of Freemasonry. Your light burns brightly. May it 
ever continue.

BIOGRAPHY 

Maxwell Ellis Hoffman was born October 9, 1885, in Catawba County, 
North Carolina, the son of William Hoffman and Candace Tucker Hoffman. 
Max, as our Past Grand Master was affectionately known, spent his childhood 
on his father’s farm and attended the public school of the community. He 
attended Rutherford College and the University of North Carolina. In 1909, 
he graduated in dentistry at Atlanta Dental College(now Emory University). 
He began the practice of dentistry in Gaston County and later moved to 
Cherryville, North Carolina, where he continued the practice of his 
profession. He married Miss Jeanette Flora Johnson of Catawba County. In 
November, 1914, Grand Master Hoffman moved with his family to Asheville. 
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Grand Master Hoffman was raised to the degree of Master Mason in 
Gaston Lodge No. 268, Dallas, North Carolina, on October 10, 1910, and upon 
moving to Cherryville, North Carolina, demitted to Cherryville Lodge No. 
505. He was elected Worshipful Master of this lodge in 1913. Upon moving to 
Asheville, he continued his interest in Masonry, affiliating with Mount 
Hermon Lodge No. 118 on March 4, 1915. In 1916, he took the degrees of the 
Scottish Rite in the Bodies of this Rite at Asheville. In 1918, he became a 
member of Oasis Shrine Temple at Charlotte, North Carolina, and in 1948, 
was elected Potentate of this Temple. 

In recognition of his long and faithful service in the Scottish Rite and in 
Masonry generally, Maxwell E. Hoffman, our Grand Master, was elevated to 
the Rank and Decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of Honor in 
October, 1929, and ten years later, in October, 1939, he was coroneted in the 
House of the Temple at Washington with the Rank and Dignity of Thirty- 
Third Degree Honorary. In rounding out his Masonic activities, he also 
became a member of Asheville Chapter No. 25, R. A. M., Ionic Council No. 9, 
В. & S. M., and Cyrene Commandery No. 5, Knights Templar. In April, 1940, 
he started in line in the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M., as 
Grand Steward, and continued his progression in this line, and in April, 1948, 
was duly elected and installed Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 

At the 1948 communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., conferred upon Grand 
Master Hoffman the Joseph Montfort Meritorious Service Medal. 

Aside from Grand Master Hoffman’s interest in Masonry and Masonic 
work, he has devoted much time and attention to civic affairs. He has long 
been an active member of the Kiwanis Club of the City of Asheville and has 
served as President of that Club, as well as President of the local Shrine Club.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.:Brother Rufus L. 
Edmisten, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Past Grand Masters, distinguished guests and my brethren, who, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, are the most important people here today—for 
they carry the torch. Iam very flattered that the Grand Master called me here 
today, for when the Grand Master calls you a friend, you are a friend indeed. 
Now I did come from the mountains—from Sam Ervin country. He is a great 
Mason and taught me some abiding truths. He said, “Rufus, when you go 
somewhere, just remember this, first of all, do not trespass on time, and for 
God’s sakes, don’t encroach on eternity.” I have learned that great abiding 
lesson. All these years, as a Mason and asa public official, it has stood me well. 
Now I was ata meeting last night with all these distinguished guests and their 
ladies and I think North Carolina should be very proud that they would think 
enough of us to come to North Carolina. I did not see anybody last night take 
any excesses whatsoever. Now I came from a part of the country where people 
are plain spoken and my Uncle used to be the high Sheriff of Watauga County. 
We had a man whoonevery Friday and Saturday night was awfully bad to get 
drunk, and I know that most of you have such a person in your neighborhood. 
But my uncle, the Sheriff, knew how to deal with it. One night, and I will call 
him my friend, was there on the streets of Boone and he was walking in a very 
curious fashion. He had one foot in the ditch and one foot on the sidewalk, and 
he was attempting to motivate the streets of Boone inthat curious fashion. My 
uncle, the high Sheriff, came up to him and said "Friend, Iam going to have to 
arrest you" and my friend who was walking in that curious fashion said, "For 
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what?” My uncle said, “For being intoxicated,” and my friend said, “Thank 
God, I thought I was crippled.” I want my friends to know that none of these 
wonderful gentlemen last night were crippled in any manner whatsoever. 


І have so many friends in here and I want to tell my fellow Masons that 
this is indeed one of the highest honors I have ever had. Grand Master, I want 
to thank you for bestowing this honor on me. I have had quite a few honors in 
my lifetime and I consider this one of the very, very highest honors I have ever 
had. I want to say that I don’t know when I have enjoyed working with the 
Grand Master апа Grand Secretary so much and І also want to say that we аге 
the luckiest Masons on the face of the earth to have two people such as the 
Grand Master and the Grand Secretary serving us. And little do we know at 
times what they do. 


I will follow Senator Ervin’s admonition this morning because I have 
learned that is how to get re-elected to public office, by keeping your speeches 
short. Well I can tell you this, that since I have been in public life there has 
been absolutely nothing that has had more impact on my life than my training 
in Masonry. And that great Mason, Sam Ervin, has taught me some abiding 
principles and among those principles he said, “Rufus, Masonry will take you 
over troubled waters. It will cool the winds and it will give you your daily 
bread.” Indeed, his words have been very, very true. I can only say to my fellow 
brothers in here that I can always hope that people who hold public office 
would have the Masonic principles and that they would practice them. 
Senator Ervin also taught me that this country was formed by individuals 
from countries where there was no freedom. They came to this country and 
they fought with much blood, sweat and tears to establish a country where 
there would be freedom. And it should not be lost on the American public that 
our Masonic forefathers molded the beginning of this country. And they did 
that for a very good reason. They knew that government has an insatiable 
hunger and thirst for power and if there is not arule of law rather than of men 
that government will practice tyranny. They knew that when they came to 
this country that checks and balances had to be placed on government or we 
would lose freedom. They had learned from the masters of old that the 
government which governs least governs best. And they had learned that a 
country that did not respect religious freedom then economic freedom was 
doomed. How much I fear today that we are slowly losing those lessons. It is 
only a Masonic awakening, in my opinion, that can bring this country back to 
where it used to be. We as Masons, believe that government should not get too 
big. As I have been Attorney General for the past nine years, I have seen 
government increase rapidly, because every time something happens in 
society someone jumps up and says, "There ought to bea law.” Well, that isthe 
trouble, we have passed far too many laws. In fact, my friends, we are "lawed" 
to death. And thoseof our friends who are in business should recall this fondly, 
that when you ask for special favors from business, you get dis-favors. 
Government does have a habit of increasing geometrically. So I would ask my 
fellow Masons to be eternally vigilant and not ask special favors from 
government. We Masons believe in freedom of religion. Those people who 
founded this country came here because they wanted to worship any God they 
saw fit or no God at all, and we certainly feel sorry for those who have no God. I 
fear there is a steady creeping phenomenon where we are merging the 
separation of church and state. We should learn from history that when you 
merge the two you lose both religious freedom and political freedom, and we 
must be eternally diligent in protecting freedom of religion. 


We Masons believe in education. We believe that the only thing that is 
more costly than education is ignorance, and I, as Attorney General can tell 
you that there are very dire consequences to the lack of education. I look with 
pride every time I go to Oxford Orphanage and look into the faces of those 
children, and know that we are giving a lamp and a light unto their paths. And 
I can tell you the sad, sad stories of children who are not educated, because 
they end up in prison. They end up way, way behind and they strike out. So we 
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So we Masons must never, never forget that public education is what we are 
all about. 


We Masons also believe that we are to look out for our brother. I was 
talking to the Grand Master of Illinois last night. He and I discussed how we 
Masons do more for humanity than any organized group that has ever been 
known, yet I am afraid that we do not get that message out to the general 
public. I wish we could devise some way where the public could know the 
wondrous things we do, but we must never, never cease. 


We Masons also believe that laws are passed for people to obey and there is 
one Mason standing before you today who is sick and tired and fed up of the 
criminals of this country getting all the breaks. We Masons believe that the 
good and honest and decent people of this country ought to have some rights 
too—and especially those who are the victims of crimes. I don’t know why it 
has taken so long over the years to understand that decent and honest people 
have some rights ќоо. I shudder to think what the founding fathers and 
Masonic brothers would think if they were to see the manner in which the 
Constitution of the United States has been warped and distorted and bent by 
judges who believe that criminals ought to have very special rights. I could 
give you example after example of those who have committed the most 
atrocious crimes and yet you and 1 and all the other good people of this State 
are having to pay for the endless appeals and trials of those individuals. Yes, if 
you want to be а fourth class citizen, just become the victim of a crime. I have 
cases in my office this very moment that have been aróund four and five years 
of individuals who have committed very vicious crimes and I do not think 
should rise to the level of even being called animals. Yet they can appeal and 
appeal and appeal. They can appeal at least three or four times to the Supreme 
Court of the United States of America and just call it something different 
every single time. I think there is a story that illustrates how we all feel about 
that in Masonry. A 95-year-old woman came to her lawyer one time and she 
said, “I want a divorce.” Her lawyer said, “What, you want a divorce after 65 
years of marriage. Why in the world do you want a divorce after 65 years of 
marriage?” She said, “Enough is enough.” I think we as Masons believe we 
have had “enough is enough,” in the area of those who do not obey our laws. 
And I, for one Mason, intend to do my part. And, yes, we as Masons, believe 
there is supreme punishment. We believe in the death penalty, and I think it 
ought to be used and quit being hypocritical. And in the end, we Masons 
believe in the Supreme Being above all. We do believe that God created all 
individuals on this earth equally. And we also believe that God put us on this 
earth to be good stewards. We believe in decency, charity, truth, love and 
faith, but we believe that people should shoulder their own responsibilities. In 
short, my dear friends, I believe I can sum up what Masonry means. There 
were two Masons who had grown old together throughout life as dear friends. 
And one of those Masons had a dream one night, and it was rather frightening 
to him, so he related that dream to the other Mason. “Dear Brother Mason, I 
had a dream about the past. Each time there was pleasure in life, you were 
there with me, there were two sets of footprints. You were there beside me 
during those good and wonderful and pleasurable times.” He went on to say 
that his dream revealed that when the bad times came there was only one set of 
footprints. And the man who had the bad times in the dream said to his fellow 
Mason, “My dear fellow Mason, why did you desert me during those bad times, 
leaving only one set of footprints?” The fellow Mason replied, “My brother 
Mason, I did not desert you, I was there when you needed me. Those were my 
footprints, because I picked you up and carried you, and such is Masonry.”

The following report of Brother Charles E. Scott, Jr., 
President of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc. was presented and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On behalf of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home, I submit to you the annual report as President of the Corporation. 


The Board, made up of twelve Masons and eight Eastern Stars, with 
Observers from each Body, met five times during the year of 1982 and 
transacted all business pertaining to the Home. The Board decided in March, 
1982, to return to meeting quarterly, as outlined in the By-Laws, instead of 
meeting every other month as they had for the previous two years. 


The Building and Grounds Committee, the Admissions Committee for 
Total Care, and the Admissions Committee for Independent Living Residency 
met frequently throughout the year. Also active were the Personnel and 
Policies Committee, the Finance Committee, the Real Estate Committee, and 
the Investment Committee. 


As this report is being written, twelve of the sixteen independent living 
apartments are now occupied. The seventeen residents in the apartments have 
increased our total enrollment to 180. 


During the year of 1982, thirty-eight applicants were approved for the 
waiting list and two were denied. The reason for the two being denied was 
because they were unable to care for themselves at the time they made 
application. 


In a subsequent report to the Grand Lodge, the Superintendent of the 
Home will elaborate on the large number of residents who entered the Home 
and the large number who passed away. He will also elaborate on the physical 
improvements to the plant and the improvement of the quality care provided 
for our residents and patients. This report will deal mainly with acomparison 
of finances for the years 1981 and 1982.

Many Lodges, Masons and Committee 
Chairmen went above the call of duty in their efforts to at least equal their 
1981 donations. Many were able to surpass their previous efforts and at the 
same time sustain their contributions to the Orphanage and the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation. Moreover, this was done in spite of the general 
economic difficulties encountered throughout the state. For those who gave 
their time and efforts, the Board and the residents are indebted and extremely 
appreciative. 

During the November meeting, the Board established a Long Range 
Planning Committee composed of two Masons and one Eastern Star. The 
purpose of this Committee is to study, learn, evaluate, and predict the long 
range needs of the Home. We realize the average life span is now 72. We 
realize that the future needs for the Home will be greater than now. We feel 
that more Masons, their relatives, and Eastern Stars will be applying and 
wanting to enter the Home. Our population at the Home may become greater. 
Such questions as “Will we need more facilities” and “What will be the 
expense of these additions both in construction and in operating expense” will 
arise. It will be the duty of this Committee to get facts, evaluate and to 
recommend. 

The Board of Directors expresses their appreciation to the staff and 
employees of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home for their continued 
dedication and service in assisting our older brothers and sisters.

ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Masonic and Eastern Star Home has entered into its 70th year of 
continuous operation. Since November 20, 1913, 985 residents have resided 
and received special care from this Home. The primary goal, for each year, 
has been to give comfort, rest, and medical attention to our beloved elders 
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before they begin their final journey to that “house not made with hands 
eternal in the heavens.” 


In reflecting on the year 1982, three salient characteristics stand out. 
They are first (1) the large number of residents who entered and the large 
number who passed away: second (2) the physical improvements to the Home 
Plant, especially to the Bessie Ruck Mangum Dining Room and to the Bass 
Care Center: and third (3) the continuous improvement of quality care 
provided for our residents and patients. I am going to elaborate briefly on each 
of these salient characteristics. 


During’ 1982, we had 29 residents to enter, 28 to pass away and 1 
withdrawal. This was a turnover of 58 residents. The average turnover in 
years past has been 40 residents. Was 1982 an unusual year or will this large 
turnover begin a trend? Only time will tell, but I believe we have begun a new 
trend. The average age of those admitted during 1982 was 79. The average age 
of those who died was 83. These figures would meanthe average length of stay 
at the Home would be 4 years. Gonearethe days when applicants applied at 60 
and 65 years of age. Only peculiar circumstances will induce one to apply at 
these ages. Although advanced medical knowledge, treatment, and good care 
have lengthened the life span, these advantages have been offset by our 
residents applying at a much older age. Therefore, the average length of time 
residing at the Home will be less than past years. More will apply and more 
will reside here for shorter periods of time. 


One of our most pressing needs as outlined in last year's report wasa new 
roof for the Bessie Ruck Mangum Dining Room. (Mrs. Mangum was the 
Worthy Grand Matron т 1932-33, Worthy Grand Secretary 1943-66, and was 
for 25 years on the Board of Directors) Nothing much in the way of 
beautification could be done in the dining room until the roof was replaced. 
Every rain produced leaks in the kitchen, storage rooms, and dining areas. 
With the Board's approval, the dining room and kitchen were re-roofed 
during the summer of 1982. In rapid succession, the air conditioning ducts 
were improved, the ceilings and storage rooms were painted, storm windows 
were purchased and installed to prevent moisture from forming on the inside 
windows, and large mini-blinds were hung from all the windows. The result of 
these improvements is a bright, cheery and clean dining room. The 
atmosphere in winter and summer alike is moderate. The aesthetic value for 
the residents is limitless. 


The other pressing need as outlined in last year’s report was the repair 
and renovation of the Bass Care Center. After close scrutinization, we decided 
the first and second floors were in the worst condition. Beginning in 
September of 1982, new terrazo base and new tile were laid in the halls and 
rooms of these two floors. Afterwards, the halls, ceilings, and rooms were 
painted in soft colors. Two walls of each room were маПрарегед. each with a 
different pattern. This huge project was completed in January. 1983. The staff 
members and especially the patients who live in the Care Center were very 
understanding of the inconvenience while these renovations were in process 
for five months. 


Other minor projects completed included storm windows for the rotunda, 
carpet for the corridors, protective perma-pane windows for the Chapel, two 
ice machines for the Care Center, andatractor mower for our grounds. I want 
to thank the Fraternity, the Order of the Eastern Stars, and the Board of 
Directors for making possible these improvements. After all, everything 
achieved at the Home is an attempt to make life more comfortable for our 
older brothers and sisters. This is to the glory of both Freemasonry and the 
Order. Special praise should go to David Ford, our Business Manager. who 
also approved of the projects and to Bill Brady, our Maintenance Supervisor. 
who supervised and kept a check on the progress of each project. 


We have continued to improve on the quality care we provide our 
residents and patients. Some of these areas of improvement are: 
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1. A dermatologist has worked a full year as a staff member. He comes to 
the Home every fourth Wednesday afternoon. He has been well received, his 
work superb, and patient/staff satisfaction is high. Substantial savings have 
been made on transportation costs, employee cost of accompanying resident to 
doctor, and the expense of an outside doctor. 


2. Intensive inservice programs especially for nursing personnel are 
maintained on a continuous basis. These programs have increased job skills, 
confidence, improved attitudes and self-esteem. 


8. A program of tuberculin testing for all employees is in operation. This is 
a good screening process which will be repeated each year. 


4. А whirlpool and Safti-lift chair was installed in the Care Center. Many 
patients have regularly enjoyed and benefited from the whirlpool baths. 


5. A Safety Committee made up of supervisors and other staff members 
was organized in October. The Committee meets monthly. Its objective is 
obviously to prevent accidents and injury to both residents and employees. 


6. A more thorough screening of our patients is being accomplished by 
adding a complete panel of lab work and an EKG totheir admission or annual 
physical. The nurses are drawing blood for the lab work and Bio-Med 
Company in Burlington, N. C., has worked out a reasonable price for this lab 
data. 


7. We had our annual survey by the North Carolina Department of 
Human Resources. There were no deficiencies for the entire facility. 


I would be remiss in this report if I did not thank publicly Dr. and Brother 
Norman Garrett, our physician, who comes tothe Homethree days a week. He 
has used his guiding hand to direct our Care Center, to coordinate our Home 
with the local hospitals when patients need hospitalization and surgery, and 
whose genuine sincerity and love for the Home has been a source of 
inspiration. : 

In conclusion, I want to thank all ofthe Board members for their personal 
guidance and their strong support of the Home. I want to particularly thank 
the Grand Master, Brother Jack, for his sustaining support and friendly 
advice, sometimes under difficult cireumstances. To Brothers Charlie Scott, 
Gray Thomas, and Clark Goodwin, all Board members who have served their 
terms, the Home is indebted to you because of your services. And, finally, I 
want to thank each Brother who has contributed insome way tothe welfare of 
our residents. Have faith in us. Freemasonry is in operation at the Home. 
Please find time to visit with us. If you are just passing through, come be and 
say hello and let's have lunch together.

To the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage and to The Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


Oxford Orphanage is a symbol of Masonry’s friendship, morality, and 
brotherly love. The love displayed by the concerned Masons is the lifeblood of 
the beautiful children of this 110 year old home. It has been heartwarming to 
experience the growing interest of the brethren across the state. The personal 
visits, the letters, phone calls, gifts, and donations are most encouraging. Our 
student population has grown with the year ending number of 205. 


St. John's Day was a joyous affair with twenty-three units from Sudan, 
Oasis, and Amran Temples participating. So many wonderful Masons helped 
to make it asuccess. The smiles and excitement of the children reflected their 
happiness. 

An exciting time and fun to watch as the heavy equipment recapped our 
campus roads with 15 inches of asphalt.

The proper clothing for a funeral possession shall be white 
gloves, approved Masonic aprons of the highest office held and the 
officer’s jewels. For other occasions it may be a plain white lambskin or 
leather apron for members and a white apron with blue edging and 
proper Masonic emblems for officers. [61-02(11); 90-15; 95-20; 95-27]. 


RESOLUTION 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, there is an ever-present need for funds for the permanent and 
continuing operation of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home of North Carolina, and 
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WHEREAS, the membership comprising the subordinate lodges of this 
Grand Jurisdiction are fully aware of their individual and collective duties 
and obligations and are desirous of having a stronger voice in, and a closer 
relationship with, the funding and operation of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, and 


WHEREAS, there is no provision іп the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation restricting the use of funds contributed to and received 
by the North Carolina Masonic Foundation solely to the support of the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina except 
in those instances in which the contributions have been specifically marked 
for distribution to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina by the donor, and 


WHEREAS, there is no provision in the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation specifying investment procedures to be followed to 
ensure safety of investments and adequate safe returns on such investments, 
and 


WHEREAS, it is felt that the membership of thesubordinate lodges will take 
a more active interest in, and will contribute more freely to, the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina if they 
are positive that their contributions can be used for no other purpose than the 
operation and maintenance of those two organizations, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 11 of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, that the Regulations of the Grand Lodge be amended by adding 
thereto the following: 


CHAPTER 112 


THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE AND 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME OF 
NORTH CAROLINA ENDOWMENT FUND 


REG. 112.01. The Grand Lodge herewith establishes a separate and specific 
fund which is to be used permanently and solely for the purposes of operating, 
maintaining, improving and expanding the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina. 


1. The fund shall be titled "The Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home of North Carolina Endowment Fund." 


2. This fund shall hereinafter be referred to as the "Endowment Fund." 


REG. 112.02. A permanent minimum base principal balance of ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000.00) is herewith designated to be achieved and maintained 
for the Endowment Fund. 


1. The minimum principal base and any increase thereof is to be achieved by 
contributions, donations, devises, bequests, and interest received from the 
investment of the principal. (Reg. 95-10(3)) 


2. The minimum base principal shall not be used for any purpose other than 
investment and re-investment for the purpose of providing interest money 
which in turn shall be used for the operation, maintenance, improvement and 
expansion of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
of North Carolina. 


3. АП unused interest money which is not needed to fulfill projected 
obligations shall be re-invested. 


4. All monies, contributions, devises and bequests received by the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation which were clearly marked for, designated for, 
and understood to be for the specific use of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina shall be transferred tothe 
Endowment Fund. 
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REG. 112.-03. A Board of Directors is herewith established and is charged 
with the following responsibilities: 


1. The actual establishment of the Endowment Fund. 


2. Initiate and direct all activities necessary for the achievement and 
maintenance of the Endowment Fund. 


3. Investment of the principal and re-investment of the accrued interest in 
accordance with the provisions of Reg. 112.04. 


4. Disburse accumulated interest according to budgetary requirements and 
the Board’s determination of the validity of request. 


5. Receive all monies, gifts, contributions, devises, bequests, properties and 
revenues designated as being for or belonging to the Endowment Fund and to 
maintain an accurate accounting of thc same. 


6. If real and tangible property other than money or negotiable stocks and 
bonds should be received, to make recommendations to, and receive approval 
from, the subordinate lodges for disposition of such property. Such approval 
shal] be in accordance with the conditions of Regs. 112.07 and 112.08. 


7. Make an annual report to the subordinate lodges of the current status of the 
Endowment Fund, to include balances, income and sources for principal, 
income from interest, investments and re-investments made, and 
expenditures and justifications therefor. 


REG. 112.04. The investment of the principal of the Endowment Fund and the 
re-investment of the unused accrued interest therefrom shall be restricted to 
those investment opportunities which are insured by agencies of the federal 
government of the United States of America. 


1. Exception: A two-thirds majority vote of the subordinate lodges shall 
constitute authority to make investment of specified portions of the accrued 
interest in earnings opportunities recommended to the subordinate lodges by 
a two-thirds majority of the Board of Directors. 


REG. 112.05. The Board of Directors for the Endowment Fund shall consist of 
the following: 


1. The Grand Master, as Chairman and ex officio voting member. 


2. The Deputy Grand Master, as Vice-Chairman and ex officio voting 
member. 


3. The District Deputy Grand Masters of the several (numbering at this 
time—65) Masonic Districts of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


A. It shall be the duty of each District Deputy Grand Master to keep the 
subordinate lodges within his district fully informed as to the status and the 
needs of the ENDOWMENT FUND, the status and the requirements of the 
Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North 
Carolina, and to keep himself knowledgeable as to the will and wishes of the 
membership within his district. 

REG. 112.06. The Board of Directors shall meet not less than twice per year at 


a location or locations to be agreed upon by the majority of the members of the 
Board. 


1. Additional meetings may be called as occasions should/may require. 


2. Fifty percent plus one of the membership of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the purpose of holding meetings and conducting the routine 
business of the Board. 


3. The Board will act in conformity with all accounting and reporting 
procedures as set for in THE CODE by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


REG. 112.07. The Board of Directors shall make certain that all subordinate 
lodges are given complete information concerning any proposed expenditure, 
other than normal and routine operation and maintenance funding, along 
with current fund statistics and projections, at least two months prior to the 
subordinate lodges voting on the proposed issue. (Reg. 112.09.) 
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1. The secretary of each subordinate lodge shall, on the day immediately 
following a ballot taken on any issue concerning the Endowment Fund, mail 
the result of said ballot to the District Deputy Grand Master of his district. 


REG. 112.08. For the purposes of the government of the Endowment Fund it 
is herewith established that a two-thirds majority of those members present 
and voting is required to constitute an affirmative vote by asubordinate lodge 
and that a two-thirds majority vote of all subordinate lodges is necessary to 
constitute approval of any issue by those lodges. 


REG. 112.09. The membership of the several (all) subordinate lodges are 
hereby guaranteed the right and the requirement to approve or disapprove 
any and all expenditures of funds from the Endowment Fund which are over 
and above those which are necessary for the normal and routine operation and 
maintenance of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina. 


REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 16) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted, and the, matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The sixty-fourth annual meeting of the Masonic Service Association of 
these United States was called to order February 21, 1983 at 3:30 P.M. by 
Robert A. Hockstad, Past Grand Master of Michigan, chairman of the 
Executive Commission. The invocation was given by Thomas R. Dougherty, 
Past Grand Master of New Jersey, Director of Hospital Visitation. 


The report of the Executive Commission was presented by Brother 
Hockstad. In his report he praised the Short Talk Bulletin for its growth, and 
requests are still coming in for 1982 issues. A number of Digests were revised, 
updated, and reprinted to meet the demands. 


Only one broadcast mailing was made to each Grand Master during 1982 
because of the high cost of mailing. The Education and Publication 
Committee is conducting a study as to whether this service should be 
continued. M. S. A. continuesto believe that exchangeof publications between 
jurisdictions is meaningful and useful, but believes it can be done more 
economically. 


The Association continues to maintain a library of 16mm motion pictures 
on Masonic subjects with a local film distributor. "The Mason in Your Home" 
and "The Mystic Tie" have been transferred to video cassettes and can be 
obtained by Masonic bodies on a rental basis. 


The M. S. A. Hospital Visitation Committee reports that we now have 126 
out of the 172 V. A. Medical Centers represented. During the past twelve 
months, certified M. S. A. field agents have been placed in Nashville, 
Memphis and Johnson City, Tennessee; Marion, Indiana; and Lakeside V. А. 
M. C. in Chicago, Illinois. 


In addition to these new V. А. Medical Centers, we now have M. S. A. 
representation in the following state Veteran's Homes: Vineland, New Jersey; 
Tilton, New Hampshire; Bennington, Vermont; Buffalo, Wyoming; and Hot 
Springs, South Dakota. 


Because of the age or ill health of some of our field agents, we are 
constantly looking for replacements and it takes a little time to find men who 
have the desire to serve. Yet, there is always someone who comes along whois 
willing to carry on this noble cause of Masonic charity. 
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The need for more and more Masonic volunteers to assist the field agents 
and State Veteran Homes is a never ending challenge. 


It is hard to adequately thank the faithful volunteers for the devotion and 
dedication they show to the hospitalized patients. The good that is 
accomplished cannot be measured. We can only say thank you and God bless 
you.

GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 17) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership was adopted, and the matter of finances referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association met in 
the Dallas Hilton Hotel in Dallas, Texas on the 21st day of February at 2:15 
P.M. to celebrate and to memorialize the 250th Birthday of the Father of our 
Country, our beloved brother, George Washington. 


Opening prayer was given by M.'.W.-.Brother Н. Dwight McAlister, the 
welcome by the Grand Master of Texas, M..W..J. D. Baccus and 
M..W..Stanley Е. Maxwell, President and Past Grand Master of 
Massachusetts. 


The response was given by M.°.W.’.Ernest Leonardi, Grand Master ofthe 
state of New York. 


M.°.W.:.Marvin E. Fowler gave a brief description of the repairs done to 
our memorial in the past twelve months. These improvements were very 
necessary to preserve the building and to insure the Craft that the appearance 
will improve our image of Masonry to the public. These repairs consisted of 
new storm drains to assure proper drainage, installation of new canopy for the 
pilasters, and repairs to steps leading to the entrance and a barrier for the 
retaining wall. New shrubbery was planted, stained glass windows protected 
by bulletproof rexion material, cherry treesremoved, new wrought iron fence 
erected to protect against vandalism and destruction, and many other things 
too numerous to mention. 


The report of our President, M.:.W.:.Brother Maxwell, was most 
impressive and informative on this historic occasion of the association 
honoring George Washington. His message brought to all Freemasons and the 
nation as well, the character of this man we still honor. 


Stories and articles about the memoria! appeared in dozens of Masonic 
publications throughout our nation. A thirty second public announcement 
depicting the importance of the qualities of character in Washington’s life for 
our people today, was distributed to 400 television stations. 


I do not need to tell you that as Freemasons, we are doing more than just 
caring for one of the nation’s most impressive memorials to its greatest leader. 
The George Washington Masonic National Memorial is a measure of our 
commitment to our love of country and our belief in the principles of freedom 
and individual responsibility, but it is much more. The memorial carries the 
message of Freemasonry. It is our national heritage, telling everyone who sees 
it that we believe in brotherhood and justice, and is in a real way, the pride of 
all true Freemasons. 
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I would like to take you back to the year of 1775. The first Continental 
Congress was meeting.in Philadelphia. Events were moving rapidly, almost 
too fast for some of the delegates. The issue of a Continental Army had come up 
and the delegates were divided as to the leadership. John Adams wrote to his 
wife these words, “Colonel Washington appears at Congress in uniform, and 
by his great experience and abilities in military matters is so much service to 
us.” Buta rather jealous Adams then added this line: “Oh, that I were a soldier. 
I will be! I am reading military books.” 


By this time, Adams had come to realize that George Washington was the 
logical choice, but when he suggested the idea, John Hancock was dismayed. 
He had hope the honor would fall to him. 


Then on June 15, 1775, the Continental Congress passed one of the most 
fascinating and far-reaching bills in its history, including the Declaration of 
Independence, which was still one year away. Washington realized what was 
going to happen, so he stayed away from the session. 


The official minutes of the meeting read: “Resolved That a General be 
appointed to command all the continental forces raised or to be raised for the 
defense of American liberty, that $500.00 a month, for the leader selected, and 
after a choice of a General, by ballot, George Washington, Esq. was 
unanimously elected." Therefore, as a military leader, he was “Тһе Eagle, The 
Standard, The Flag, the Living Symbol of the Cause.” 

The meaning of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial is 
very clear. 

There is still the need to promote the $5.00 for each new member to 
support the memorial, this $5.00 to be paid by the newly made Master 
Mason—not his lodge nor the Grand Lodge of which jurisdiction he is raised.

OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On February 11, 1983, your Committee on Oxford Orphanage met on the 
Campus at Oxford for the annual inspection and evaluation. Members present 
were: Richard G. Moore, Sidney H. Perry and Norburn C. Hyatt. 


After a delicious lunch with staff and students we went directly to the 
York Rite Chapel where we enjoyed an interesting program celebrating the 
110th Anniversary of Oxford Orphanage. The enthusiasm our children have 
for Oxford Orphanage and visiting Masons is truly an inspiration. 

The campus tour was conducted by Brent H. Stewart, our most capable 
and accommodating Dean of Students. 


We began at the York Rite Chapel. This is a beautiful and well 
constructed building. Inspections reveal the need for paint and trim work, 
new lighting, carpeting, a new curtain for the stage downstairs and fairly 
extensive repairs to the guttering. We hope this can be accomplished soon. 


Next we went to the cottages, all of which are attractive, comfortable and 
safe. The Sallie Oliver Ligon Cottage which was dedicated on St. John’s Day 
1982 needs some renovating in the laundry and recreation room area in the 
basement. It also needs stair treads and tile work. This cottage houses twenty- 
four boys, ages 7-10. 
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The James E. Shipman Cottage which houses the Junior and Senior girls 
is neat, attractive and well kept. These girls enjoy television, piano and ping- 
pong in their home. In addition to the Ligon and Shipman Cottages we have 
seven similar residential units, one of which, the Masters Cottage is now inthe 
process of renovation. It will house boys when this work is completed. 


The Administrative Building is arranged and run efficiently and is in 
good condition. The Cafeteria which adjoins this building is an inviting and 
cheerful place especially when filled with the laughter and chatter of our 
children. The kitchen is clean and efficient but needs some attention to the 
ceiling tile in some areas. 


The Gymnasium is in good condition and was filled with kids and 
basketballs at the time of our visit. 


The Swimming Pool and Tennis Court appear to be in good condition, 
however the Pool is old and will require replacement before long. 


The Print Shop and maintenance departments appear to be quite 
efficient and in good order. The printing department is a major contributor to 
the success story at Oxford Orphanage. 


The John Nichols School which plays a major part in the success or failure 
of our children appears to be in good condition. The building is solid and safe, 
however it needs paint on the second floor, and a new bell system to insure 
orderly class changes. The library is in desperate need of books especially high 
interest books for all reading levels. A librarian's work room and reference 
material is also needed. 


The farm under the supervision of Mr. Davis is well run and produces . 
fifteen or more acres of vegetables and milks over forty Holstein cows. 
Needless to say the farm is one of the major assets of this Institution. 

This committee also noted the need for sidewalk repairs, storm windows 
on cottages and additional furniture for some cottages.

On February 11, 1983 your Committee on Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home made its annual inspection. Members present were: William A. 
Langley, Phil Olmstead, Harvey T. Benfield and Norburn C. Hyatt. We were 
assisted by Mr. Bill Brady of the Home Staff. 


Our inspection began in the Administrative Offices which are attractive, 
well equipped and well run. 

Next we went to the Chapel which is a beautiful, well maintained 
Sanctuary for the spiritual and mental refreshment of our guests and visitors. 

We visited a number of occupied rooms and apartments. All are well 
furnished, cheerful and comfortable. 

The high point of our tour was the Care Center which is under the 
direction of Mrs. Ella Payne, Director of Nursing. Mrs. Payne is obviously 
proud of this facility and its staff. This unit which is so important to our guests 
is well equipped and well run but has need of a larger pharmacy and 
equipment for a one chair dental facility. We learned that the guests 
themselves have raised about $8,500.00, approximately half the cost of needed 
dental equipment. 
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The kitchen and dining facilities merit a 98 rating from the Health 
Department. This is the highest rating of any dining facility in the area. 


Your committee can personally vouch for the quality and service here. 


The laundry is a highly used department which is well equipped and well 
run. 


The nurses home, now unoccupied, is the one building on this entire 
complex which needs attention. It should be removed or renovated. The 
structure is sound with a good roof and renovation into apartments could 
probably be accomplished for about the same cost as removal. 


Mr. Tommy Jones, Administrator and his fine staff are doing a great job 
for the Masons of North Carolina and our guests in the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 24) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The history of the Grand Lodge is important to all Masons, now and inthe 
future. As our Masonic forefathers preserved and handed down tousarecord 
of their Masonic activities, so it is incumbent on us to prepare and preserve our 
own Masonic record, to inform those Masons that follow us. 


The Grand Lodge has, since its very beginning, published an annual 
account of its doings, entitled The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge. These 
proceedings constitute the most accurate and complete history of the Grand 
Lodge available anywhere, and these annual accounts may be purchased for а 
small sum by any Mason. In them the studious Mason will find details of each 
Grand Lodge activity during the covered year; there are rosters of various 
officers and officials, and much statistical data is provided. 


These proceedings, as informative and as interesting as they are, consist 
of so much reading material that the average Mason does not have the time or 
the inclination to read them through, one by one. It would be a tedious and a 
time consuming undertaking. Most Masons would prefer a narrative type 
publication that would provide a somewhat condensed history of the Grand 
Lodge, then using the proceedings as reference works in which items of 
particular interest may be explored. 


Such a narrative type history was published during the middle 19705, а 
history entitled Launching the Craft. This history, published as part of the 
1976 Bicentennial Celebration, covered the first fifty years of Masonry in 
North Carolina. Written by Tom Parramore, a history professor at Meredith 
College, it provides very readable information concerning the first known 
lodges in the state, the formation of the Grand Lodge, and other interesting 
information of that first half-century. The period covered extended to the 
early nineteenth century. Some copies of that book are still available. 


Eventually, Launching the Craft must and will be followed by a volume 
bringing the narrative up to date. These books, and those that will follow them 
in the centuries to come, will become a most valued and important part of any 
Masonic library. 


Or perhaps even greater interest to the average Mason would be a history 
of his own lodge, a history that would provide a Masonic record of not only 
Masons he knows and has known, but also Masons who were among his early 
ancestors. Many lodges have published such histories, but most have not. 
Many plan to do it, but continually put it off until a “better time." There is no 
better time than the present. It is important to remember that the older 
history becomes, the more difficult it is to recapture. As evidence of this fact, 
look at the large number of our older lodges that have no record whatsoever of 
their earliest years. This is history that is forever lost. Someof that lost history 
was never written, much of it was destroyed by fire and the like, and some was 
just carelessly lost. Whatever the cause, the loss is a very real tragedy. 


Each lodge, old and young, needs to safely preserve a history of its doings. 
Minutes of its meetings are real treasures that can be inexpensively 
microfilmed and stored in bank lock boxes. Lodge rosters, records of special 
events, newspaper clippings, and other material, may be safely preserved in 
like manner. Some lodges may wish to appoint a lodge historian, or a historical 
committee, to prepare a history of the lodge. Whatever course is followed to 
safely preserve the history of a lodge, it is a matter that should be brought 
before the membership at least once annually, in order that the effort will bea 
continuing one, not one that is pursued for a mere few years and then dropped 
and forgotten. 
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Masonic history is so important and so valuable to so many Masons, that 
all Masons should see to its preparation and preservation.

CALLED FROM LABOR TO REFRESHMENT 


The minutes were read by the Grand Secretary and 
approved. Prayer was offered by W..Brother L. D. Holt, 
Grand Chaplain, and the Grand Lodge was called from Labor 
to Refreshment until 2:00 P.M. on Tuesday, April 19, 1983, in 
Memorial Auditorium, Raleigh, North Carolina. 
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FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 


The Grand Lodge was called to Order by R.°.W.:.Cecil J. 
Liverman, Deputy Grand Master, at 1:45 P.M. in Memorial 
Auditorium, Raleigh, North Carolina, on Tuesday, April 19, 
1983. W.:.Brother Paul Etheridge, Jr., Past Master, then 
presented the State Master Councilor of Order of DeMolay, 
Jeff McEwen, who gave the following address: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Members of the Grand Lodge of North 

Carolina: 

Good afternoon, I find it both a pleasure and an honor to be invited to 
address the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Without the support of the Grand 
Lodge and the time put into the Order of DeMolay by individual Masons, 
DeMolay could not exist in North Carolina. 


The Order of DeMolay was founded in 1919 as an organization for young 
men and is based around seven cardinal virtues: Filial Love, Reverence for 
Sacred Things, Courtesy, Comradeship, Fidelity, Cleanness, and Patriotism. 
These virtues have served as a basis for a way of life for millions of young men 
over the past sixty-four years. 

However, in the late 1960’s and early 70’s membership in DeMolay began 
to decline as it did in other organizations. In part, this decline is attributable to 
the radicalism and rebellion of the times. Many young people in this country 
rejected the establishment and the values held by their parents, they also 
opted not to join organizations of any kind. This decline in membership 
seriously affected The Order of DeMolay, and it is only in the last several years 
that we have begun to come out of it. But we’re coming out of it in a big way. 


I believe that membership is on the rise again in DeMolay for the simple 
reason that there has been a shift among today’s youth back to the 
fundamental values that made this country great. In the last few years there 
has been a surge in membership nationwide, in North Carolina we have 2100 
members in twenty-eight chapters. Currently our state is ranked fifth 
nationally in the number of new members. 

DeMolay is where the action is. There is no other youth organization that 
offers the same experiences as DeMolay. There are only three qualifications 
for membership in DeMolay: 1) A belief in God; 2) A good moral character; 
and 3) One must be recommended by two DeMolays and a Master Mason. Any 
young man who meets these qualifications can enjoy the benefits of DeMolay. 

DeMolays are on the go. Athletics are important to DeMolay. Throughout 
the year a DeMolay chapter holds father/son softball games, flag football 
games with the Rainbows or Job’s Daughters, and athletic competition with 
other nearby chapters. In the spring and summer the chapters in the state 
gather to compete for district and state titles in softball, tennis, bowling, 
basketball, riflery, and many other sports. 

DeMolay also offers social activities, chapters hold hay rides. dances, 
swim parties, cookouts and other activities with the local Rainbow and Job’s 
Daughters groups. 

DeMolays are involved in civic service as well. Chapters organize get out 
the vote campaigns around election time, they clean up parks, and also hold 
food drives for the needy at Christmas time. DeMolay is a positive force in 
every community with a chapter. 

DeMolay chapters also do Masonic service work. They help their sponsoring 
Masonic body at fish fries or lodge cleanups. On the state level, we visit the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Christmas, and visit the Oxford 
Orphanage as well as maintain a scholarship fund for the students there. 


The thing that sets DeMolay apart from other youth organizations is its 
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ritual. All.of our degree work is performed from memory and accuracy is 
stressed. Much emphasis is placed on ritual, in fact, we have ritual 
competition on the district and state levels to promote a high level of ritualism. 

Àn important feature of DeMolay is the fact that the advisors allow the 
DeMolays themselves to run the organization. This allows the DeMolays to get 
hands-on experiences in booking bands, reserving hotels for conventions, and 
other activities usually reserved for adults. 


In the course of these many activities DeMolays are exposed to Masonry 
and Masons. Through DeMolay we have the opportunity to see Masonry up 
close, which can’t be said of any other youth organization. 

DeMolay needs advisors. It is hard to find men who are dedicated to 
DeMolay. Each chapter has several advisors, many of whom have never had a 
son in DeMolay, but are involved because they believe in us and in our Order. 
But these men get tired, and they need help. Being an advisor isn't necessarily 
a full time job. If a Mason could give one hour a month to attend a chapter: 
meeting or help the chapter in his area of expertise, whether in sports, ritual, 
or whatever, the results would be fantastic. 


I would like to emphasize that we are appreciative of monies we receive 
from the Grand Lodge and the help of Masons who serve as advisors and 
belong to lodges that sponsor DeMolay chapters. By supporting DeMolay you 
are giving young men the opportunity to grow and experience new things. In 
effect, you are investing in the future, because these are the young men who 
will be tomorrow's leaders of this great country. |

We have recently lost one of our beloved Past Grand Masters of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, Most Worshipful Brother Maxwell E. Hoffman.

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MAXWELL ELLIS HOFFMAN 
Born October 9, 1885 Died January 7, 1983 


Grand Master—1948 
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MAXWELL ELLIS HOFFMAN 
Ninety-Second Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 


His life was of great usefulness and service to humanity, his interest in the 
philosophy and history of Freemasonry and his valuable service to the Craft 
will always be an inspiration. 


During his long professional career, his reputation was of the highest and 
he won the utmost esteem and respect of his associates in every walk of life. He 
passed away Friday, January 7, 1983 at Asheville, North Carolina in the 
ninety-seventh year of his life. Although he had been in failing health for a 
number of years, his interest in the affairs of Freemasonry never faltered. He 
looked forward to his visits from his fraternal brothers and most especially the 
Grand Masters when they were making District Meetings in the western 
North Carolina mountains. 

“His life’s journey was directed by 

the Greatest Light in Masonry. 

His life's work was spreading the 
cement of brotherly love and affection. 
His life was properly shaped as a 
living stone for the house 

eternal in the heavens.” 


Maxwell Ellis Hoffman was born October 9, 1885 in Catawba, М. C., the 
son of William Hoffman and Candace Tucker Hoffman, who were 
descendants of Palatinate Germans who migrated to the United States in 
search of religious freedom. His great-great grandfather came to America, 
and his son Samuel, Dr. Hoffman’s great grandfather, fought in the Battle of 
Kings Mountain during the Revolutionary War. His father served four years 
in the Confederate Army. Max, as our Past Grand Master was affectionately 
known, spent his childhood on his father’s farm and attended the public 
schools of the community. He attended Rutherford College and the University 
of North Carolina. In 1909, He graduated from Atlanta Dental College, now a 
part of Emory University. He began the practice of dentistry in Gaston 
County and later moved to Cherryville, N. C. where he continued the practice 
of his profession. In 1909 he married Miss Jeanette Flora Johnson of Catawba 
County, who died in 1953. They had four sons and one daughter. In November, 
1914, Past Grand Master Hoffman moved his family to Asheville, N C. and 
entered the practice of his profession there. Dr. Hoffman was recognized as a 
skillful and successful practitioner. 


His Masonic career spans a period of seventy years. He was raised to the 
Sublime Degree of Master Mason in Gaston Lodge No. 263, Dallas, N. C., 
October 10, 1910, and upon moving to Cherryville, N. C. demitted to 
Cherryville Lodge No. 505. He was elected Worshipful Master of this lodge in 
1913. Upon moving to Asheville, N. C. he continued his interest in Masonry, 
affiliating with Mount Hermon Lodge No. 118 on March 4, 1915. In 1916 he 
took the degrees of the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Asheville. In 1918 he 
became a member of Oasis Shrine Temple at Charlotte, N. C. and in 1943 was 
elected Potentate of Oasis Temple. 


In recognition of his long and faithful service to the Scottish Rite and 
Freemasonry he was elevated to the rank and decoration of Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honor in October 1929, and ten years later in 
October 1939, he was coroneted with the rank and dignity of 33rd Degree 
Honorary in the House of the Temple at Washington. In rounding out his 
Masonic activities, he was also a member of Asheville Chapter No. 25, Royal 
Arch Mason: Ionic Council No. 9, Royal and Select Masters; and Cyrene 
Commandery No. 5, Knights Templar. 

In April 1940, he was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons by Most Worshipful 
Thomas J. Harkins, then Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. Brother 
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Hoffman continued his progression in this line and т April 1948 was duly 
elected and installed Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. An incident 
of unusual interest occurred at Grand Master Hoffman’s installation, his four 
sons, all Masons were present and assisted in the ceremony. 


At the 1948 communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, Luther Т. Hartsell, Jr. conferred upon Right 
Worshipful Brother Maxwell Hoffman, then Deputy Grand Master of Masons 
in North Carolina, the Joseph Montfort Meritorious Service Medal. 

Aside from Past Grand Master Hoffman’s interest in Masonry and 
Masonic work, he devoted much time and attention to civic affairs. He was an 
active member of the Kiwanis Club of Asheville, the Asheville Shrine Club, 
the Buncombe County Dental Society and was past President of all three. He 
was а member of Central United Methodist Church of Asheville. He is 
survived by Maryann Reidel Hoffman whom he married in 1954. 


Past Grand Master Maxwell E. Hoffman was the author of many articles 
published in magazines and was author of the book “The Hoffman’s of North 
Carolina,” a genealogical presentation of the original Hoffmans who settled in 
North Carolina. 

He was a contributor of inspirational and educational articles to the local 
newspaper, The Asheville Citizen-Times. In an Easter message in 1972 
entitled, "The Festival of Life and Hope," Dr. Hoffman wrote: "He has risen 
and light has again come to the world. No more should consternation nor 
darkness fill mens hearts and chambers. No more need man ask the age old 
question, if a man die shall he live again? Now we know!” 


Thank you Brother Hyatt.

As we look back on the lives of our departed brethren, we give thanks for 
the cherished memories we have of them. We thank our Creator for the 
examples they have set for us to follow. May we continue to honor their 
memories with the passing of time. 

One of the most sorrowful events we ever experience is the death of a loved 
one. We recognize that things can never again be the same without them. Paul 
Irion expressed our feelings when he wrote: 

The death has occurred and everything is changed by 
this event. We are painfully aware that life can never be the 
same again, that yesterday is over, that relationships once 
rich have ended. But there is another way to look upon this 
truth. If life went on the same without the presence of the one 
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who has died, we could only conclude that the life we here 
celebrate made no contribution, filled no space, meant 
nothing. The fact that this individual left behind a place that 
cannot be filled is a high tribute to this individual. Life can 
be the same after a trinket has been lost, but never after the 
loss of a treasure. 


In time of trouble, in whom do you place your trust? The first three 
verses of Psalm 46 provide the answer, which is our consolation as we pay final 
tribute to our loved ones who have been called to eternal rest and happiness. 


God is our refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble. 


Therefore will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the mountains 
be carried into the midst of the sea:

The budget for the year ending December 31. 1982, has been carefully 


examined, and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 


with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period. 
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We have consulted with the Board of Directors of The North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc. and are happy to report that during 1982, they 
transferred to Oxford Orphanage the sum of $100,000.00 and to the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, the sum of $100,000.00 from the earnings of the 
Foundation. We recommend that the first $200,000.00 of earnings in the 
Foundation be divided between the Orphanage and Home on а 50-50 basis. АП 
earnings above this amount shall be divided on the basis of the needs of the two 

institutions. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. 


We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


We recommend that the Grand Master and Grand Secretary be 
authorized to expend a sum not to exceed $20,000.00 from the Special 
Contingency Reserve Fund for the purchase of office equipment. 


We recommend that $45,000.00 to transferred to the Grand Lodge Special 
Contingency Reserve Fund. 


We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred from the surplus funds to 
the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund. 


We recommend that the earned interest from the Special Contingency 
Reserve Fund and the Building Reserve Account continue to be paid to the 
General Fund of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge Committee on Permanent Building 
be authorized to spend not more than $8,000.00 from the Building Reserve 
Account to replace and recondition the air conditioning system in the Grand 
Lodge office building.

We directed our attention to the validity of the appointment of the Trial 
Commissioners, the service of notice upon the accused, the competency and 
weight of the evidence presented at the trial, and the decision of the 
Commission, all in accordance with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as 
contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948, as amended 
to date. Your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in 
each of the following two cases, and recommends that the judgment of the 
Trial Commission in each case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 416: In the matter of charges preferred against 
M.J.W., a Master Mason of Bula Lodge Мо. 409, А. F. & A. M., Burlington, 
North Carolina. 

EXPELLED November 12, 1982. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 404: In the matter of charges preferred against 
C.T.W., a Master Mason of Buffalo Lodge No. 172, A. F. & A. M., Sanford, 
North Carolina. 

EXPELLED March 19, 1982. 


3. We have reviewed a case which has been completed since the Annual 
Communication in 1982 and now pending beforethe Committee, in which case 
the penalty was suspension for a stated period of six months.

Your Committee 
approves the decision of the Trial Commission in the following case and 
recommends that the judgment of the Trial Commission be affirmed by the 
Grand Lodge: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 418: In the matter of charges preferred against 
W.W.G., a Master Mason, a member of Meridian Lodge No. 728, A. F. & A. M., 
Charlotte, North Carolina. 

SUSPENDED for a period of six months effective December 6, 1982. 
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4. In the Matter of the Application for Restoration of C.F.T. to the rights 
and privileges of Freemasonry. This Petition was filed with the Grand 
Secretary more than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The 
Petitioner was dismembered on November 18, 1972 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 
270). A true copy of the Petition with statement of grounds upon which the 
Petitioner seeks restoration was served on Granite Lodge Мо. 322, A. F. & A. 
M., in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more 
than ninety days prior to this Annual Communication. There was a reply 
advocating restoration from Granite Lodge No. 322. This Lodge by 
unanimous ballot supported the restoration of the subject as requested, which 
action was taken by the Lodge on December 22, 1982. A letter was filed that he 
had been a good citizen for more than eight years. After carefully examining 
the record in this matter and especially considering the seriousness of the 
offense for which the Petitioner was dismembered, your Committee is of the 
opinion that he is now entitled to restoration at this time and recommends that 
the Grand Lodge grant his application for restoration. 


5. In the Matter of the Application for Restoration of W.H.K. to the rights 
and privilege of Freemasonry. This Petition was filed with the Grand 
Secretary more than thirty days prior to the Annual Communication. The 
Petitioner was dismembered on October 25, 1977 (TRIAL DOCKET МО. 328). 
А true copy of the Petition with statement of grounds upon which Petitioner 
seeks restoration was served on Bula Lodge No. 409, Burlington, North 
Carolina in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, 
more than ninety days prior to this Annual Communication. There was a reply 
dated December 29, 1982 from said Lodge in which the Lodge unanimously 
voted to go on record recommending that Petitioner be restored to 
Freemasonry. There were several other letters mailed in attesting that he had 
been a good citizen for several years, had repented of this actions and had been 
a model citizen in the community since his dismemberment. After carefully 
considering the record in this matter and especially considering the action of 
Bula Lodge No. 409 and the numerous letters attesting to his good character, 
the Committee is unanimously of the opinion that he is entitled to restoration 
at this time, and recommends that the Grand Lodge approve his application 
for restoration.

For the next few 
minutes, I would like to introduce those members of both my wife's family and 
mine who are here today. On my wife's side of our family is her nephew, 
Brother Ted Reed, from Raleigh. From my side of our family are: my sister, 
Rosalie Holloman from Powellsville and her son, Cecil Holloman from 
Victoria, Virginia. Also my sister, Shirley Dickens from Murfreesboro and 
her son, Julian Dickens from Garner. 


Next, I would like to introduce our two daughters and their families.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 

counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 
Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
